Last spring, Roy said t was 
the first time the weather 
bureau had asked him to mea- 
sure and report the amount 
of snow on the- ground.

Albert ,1. llarno, court ad- 
ministrator for Illinois, staled 
In Ids annual report to the 
Supreme Court, that on Jan. 
1, 1901, Iheret weve 49,142 
cases pending in Superior and 
Circuit Courts In Illinois. On 
Dec. 31, that same year, this 
number had increased by 
eight per cent to 53,038. Un- 
der tlie present judicial sys- 
tem, this backlog of cases hi 
all probability will continue 
to increase. Our court system 
now is designed to meet the 
needs and conditions of 1870 
(the year the const iulion was 
adopted). 

The new judicial article will 
effect a more equitable sys- 
tem of electing justices to the 
Supreme Court. At the pre- 
sent time, 59 per cent of the 
people of Illinois elect one 
Supreme Court justice, while 
six justices are elected by the 
remaining 41 per cent of the 
population. 

Qualified observers of gov- 
ernment and the function of 
our court system have ap- 
proved the judicial amend- 
ment. Furthermore, these 
same observers believe' that 
if approved, the new judicial 

article will give this state 
the most effective system of 
judicial organization and ad- 
ministration in the nation — 
one which could well become 
the model for constitutional 
judicial revision by other 
states in the years to come. • 

I will dwell at more length 
on this proposal in subsequent 
weekly reports.
